and mule population in towns has put "6,000,000 | 
acres of land into production 
while the decline on the farm is estimated to have 
increased farm acreage by 3,000,000 acres. . Thus} 
the combined decrease is answerable for a farm 
expansion of something like 14,000,000 \acres, 
This is a formidable if neglected factor in the’ 
agricultural situation. To the individual farmer, 
meanwhile, the economic value of the horse and 
mule may have come to be underestimated. Farm-

The average 
farm work horse, says the Horse Association of 
America, consumes annually 25.3 bushels of corn,

acres of pasturage, or approximately ghe produc- 

tion of 4 acres of fertile land. This is taken out of 

the farmer’s market, and is an important factor in 

its stabiligation. The tractor consumes gasoline for 
which the farmer must sell produce. The horse} 
consumes produce, and by decreasing the market 
supply provides not only for itself but betters 

the markét for the farmer’s salable produce. Also, 

the horse reproduces itself, the tractor does not, 
and animal motive power adds to soil fertility; 

while machinery does not. 

We do not argue the case in detail, but we be- 

lieve not only that the economic value of animal 

motive power is great, but also that, as Mr. Leech 

asserts, it is in danger of being underestimated. 

We agree with him that “ unless grain and horse 

men become better salesmen of their motive power 
the effort to control the exportable grain surplus 

by legislative and administrative devices will be- 

come increasingly difficult.’’ That agriculture may

We refer to Dr. Francis Edward Clark, known 
around the world as Father Endeavor Clark, or 
the young people’s St. Francis, founder of the 
Christian Endeavor movement. This society has 
circled the globe, has won the membership of 
20,000,000 young people during its history. It has 
kept abreast of and many times led in all of the 
movements fer world betterment in the last forty 
The passing of Dr. Clarkeon May 26 leaves. to 
us the same feeling expressed by Secretary of War 
Stanton when he looked into the dead face of 
Abraham Lincoln, “ Now he belongs to the ages!” 
The death of Dr. Clark is not simply a news event. 
His life was a sermon, an oratorio, an epic, and 
what he achieved helped in a marvelous way to 
change world history. 
At the International Christian Endeavor con- 
vention at Cleveland, O., which closed July 7, his 
name was on every one’s lips and a memorial serv- 


convention. Dr. Clark was one of the few men 
in the world’s religious history who founded a 
movement with the humblest beginning and lived 
long enough to see the full fryitage of his work. 

Dr. Clark founded the first Christian Endeavor 
society in the Williston Congregational church, 
Portiarid, Me., Feb. 2, 1881. Six years later he re-. 
signed from the pastorate of his second church, 
Phillips Congrégationa] church, South Boston, and 
for the forty years which followed devoted all of 
his time and strength to the spread of the move- 
ment throughout the world, until 80,000 societies 
in 80 church denominations were organized. 


‘Two million miles he traveled, five times he 
girdled the globe; and these missionary journeys 
began a generation before the automobile and 
when the modern Pullman was a luxury in Amer- 
ica and less than a promise in Asia. The hard-

“Under the new method of treatment 
in the Culién leper colony 1,000 lepers 
have been cured and set free. We are 
going to get rid of leprosy. There are 
5,600 lepers there now and medical men 
are studying our methods.” : 


Gen. Wood is a physician, although he 
is not working at his trade. He was in 
charge of Cuba when they got rid of 
yellow fever, took the mal out of malaria 
and drove out the mosquitoes and the 
flies, If Gen. Wood says we are going 
to get rid of leprosy that disease might 
just as well accept its fate. : 
Besides, other places have shown that 
the disease is not difficult to control. 
Nearly ten yeafs ago Norway had de- 
creased the leprosy among its people by 
about 80 per cent and it expects to have 
the other 20 per cent cut off in a few 
years. 

We are curing the leprosy situation in 
the United States. We started late and 


curing cases, and the end lies around a 
few bends in the road. The method we 
are using is that used in the Philippines. 
The lepers are sent to a comfortable 
hospital, where they are given huma 
scientific care, 

The specific treatment given is chaul- 
moogra oil properly prepared. This oil 
has been in use for a number oé& years 
and its power to bring the disease under 
control is established. The preparations 
made from it are being improved from 
time to time. Chaulmoogra grows in a 
section of the tropical east where tigers 
and other man eating animals are thick. 
Our government has specimens of this 
tree planted in various sections ef the 
country and hopes to have a domestic 
supply of the oil before the disease dis- 
appears. 

These leper colonies are reasonably 
safe places for well people to live in. 
Now that the “bunk” and the mock 
heroics have died out the doctors and 
nurses in these colonies go about the 
day’s work with a proper regard for the 
dangers and the duties of life, but they 
do. not drop tears of self-commiseration 
as they move around. Leprosy is only 
mildly contagious, . 
When Gen. Wood says 1,000 lepers have 
been cured and set free he means that 
they no longer have symptoms of the 
disease, and they have gone back home 
and oftentimes are at work; but they 
report for @ periodic examination.

In the days when the American could 
be chooSey about his wood products, the 
preferred railroad tie in many regions 
was the white oak, in some respects our 
most royal tree. Hewed by a sturdy 
timberman wielding the giant broad ax, 
which would break most modern backs, 
this tie would last for many years.

depreciation of the sawed stick has been 
offset by treatment with preservatives to

Of Troubles That .- 
Might Hang On Long 
After Vacatiou

EW YORK.— [Special Corre- 
spondence.}—-This is the season 
when you may, if you are not 
careful, collect enough beauty 
troubles to carry you over into next 
geason. At the same time, if you are 
careful and take a little pains 
about certain things, you can use the 
warm summer days to the greatest 
advantage for health and beauty pur-

But one mustn't 
wse the warm weather for an alibi 
to sit and keep on sitting, for that’s 
the way the waist expands, and the 
spread known as “ middle aged ” comes 
on. If one does want to enjoy a quiet 
afternoon on the porch, then one's 
early morning before the sun gets in 
its deadyl work of enervation should 
be devoted to some form of muscular 
activity. 

Early Morning Exercise. 

If you're not among those fortu- 
nates who have golf courses, tennis, 
or a swimming beach to keep you from 
“settling.” on arising it is wise to 
have some prescribed form of exer- 
cise to put yourself through, and give 
at least fifteen minutes to the work- 
out. This is not recommended solely 
for the figure proportions but for the 
stamina you'll acquire to see you 
through the later hours of the day. 

A couple of summers ago I tried 
this primarily to get off a few pounds 
that were making me a bit uncom- 
fortabie. I used to put on a bathing 
suit for the workout, followed it with

Breakfast’can and should be pretty 
much the sort of meal you eat the 
fest of the year, and one good round 
meal at night time is advised. But 
the luncheon hour can be devoted al- 
most exclusively to acquiring a taste 
for and the benefits of salads and 


fresh vegetables, which may be con- 
sumed in large quantities without dan- 
ger of adding anything to speak of to 
the weight. 

Doctors are advocating sun’s rays 
widely to cure a number of bodily ills. 
They advise people to take themselves 
down to the beach, and if they don’t 
swim, to sprawl out there and absorb 
the rays. Which, of course, we know 
to be excellent advice. But there are 
certain features of protection that are 
not to be forgotten in the drive for 
more of the healing rays. The skin 
and hair are the worst sufferers, as 
a rule. Not only the usual ills of 
freckles and tan and burn but a cer- 
tain drying of the skin takes place 
which may contribute to an earlier 
wrinkling and ageing of the skin. 


Gradual Change Is Best. 


With most of us, we suddenly plunge 
from an indoor life, where hair and 
skin have been more or less tenderly 
nurtured, out under a blazing sun and 
within reach of parching winds, with 
the consequence that there is a lot of 
suffering that would be escaped were 
the change made more gradually. - 

I have seen heads of hair that were 
more burned from the sun than some 
I’ve seen after a badly administered 
permanent. One auburn head was 
bleached out to a sandyish color, and 
it took months of oiling to get it back 
into condition. Of course, there are 
some skins and heads of hair that es- 
cape trouble, no matter what strenu- 
ous treatment they are subjected to. 
But the average woman and girl has 
to go on the assumption that the sum- 
mer season is too short to gather a 
crop of troubles that are going to re- 
main through the entire winter. Pro- 
tection must be the watchword

May seem like a messy preparation 
for the outdoor fun, if there is the 
slightest tendency to skin dryness it 
ought to be made a serious business.

benzoin if they do not respond to the 
familiar camphor ice. 

The good effects of the hot season 
for skin and hair are the opening up 
of the tiny oil glands which produce 
the oil that lubricates. This oppor- 
tunity to lubricate the skin and make 
it pliable and soft should not be in- 
terfered with by too much powdering. 
Let the skin remain a little oily. The 
shiny nose can be borne privately, at 
least. It is an opportunity to let 
the skin free itself, in a measure, 
of the particles that clog the pores 
and create blackheads.

The stockman’s saddle 
with horn should not be used for 
jumping, as it is a decidedly hazardous 
obstruction. 


Heading Toward the Jump.

SPIRIT OF ETERNAL YOUTH 


HE LOOKED THE PART 


It was in a miraculous, grass grown 
cup in the mountains of Honduras, 
3,000 feet above sea level, that I first 


in Cuba and in the Philippines. I had 
céme to offer La’ Guardia my sword and 
my service. I give you-‘my word, the 
moment of meeting was probably the 
most thrilling in my life. In later years 
I met other and greater soldiers, but. 
never was I to see a man who looked 
more the part. 

Pass before your mind's eye the pic- 
tures of all the world’s great soldiers, 
and in all of them you will find some- 
thing of the spirit, at least, of La 
Guardia.

Physicians of repute recommend it 
for sufferers of acne. And ultra-violet 
light is, as you no doubt understand, 
especially the favorite of skin spe- 
cialists in the treatment of baldness, 
boils and other affections that are due 
to skin disturbances. So one must not 
look upon the sun’s rays as something 
to be feared when taken in reasonably 
lengthened treatments. The dangers 
are from gverdoses. And should one 
be victimized to the extent of a blis- 
tered skin it is wise to consult a 


physician, for the danger of infection ;

Often a blistering of the/lips results 
from overexposure to the sun. This 
can be prevented by the wse of the 
lipstick before venturing out, and rem- 
edied after the damage is done by

Heading Toward the Jump. — 


As the horse heads toward the 
jump the shoulders should begin to, 
move forward slightly to avoid getting 
the rider behind in balance. If the 
horse needs slowing in the approach, 
slow him by closing the fingers inter- 
mittently on the reins, instead of by 
carrying the shoulders to the rear. The

Arriving at the point of take-off, the 
fingers should be relaxed upon the 
reins. An instant before the horse’s 
forehand rises the buttocks should 
rise sharply from the sadde, the rider 
naturally bending forward more at 
the hip, but he retains the impression 
of sitting in the saddle. Thus the 
weight is taken off the horse's loins, 
and the thrust of the hind quarters 
avoided. 

The degree of inclination of the 
vpper body depends largely on the 
horse’s efforts, the body approaching 
for a high or broad jump, a position 
parallel to the horse’s neck. The 
rider’s weight (balance) is controlled 
by thej close contact of the lower 
thighs, knees and calves, and the for 
ward position is retained over the ob- 
stacle during the descent and until 
after the landing. The shoulder should 
rot be allowed to drift to the rear. 


should be very little and should not be 
ir.creased from the moment just be- 
fore he takes off until after he lands. 
The elbows remain bent, but move 
slightly. forward as the horse stretches 
out his head and neck. The hand is 
moved but little, so as to keep prac- 
tically a straight line through the 
reins from the bit to the elbow. As 
the horse raises his head and shortens 
himself for the landing, 
elbows should not be allowed to fly out 
sideways. Do not rest the hands 
against the horse’s neck or permit the 
reins to float. 

On landing it is absolutely necessary 
that the horse have free and unre- 
stricted use of his head, and that the 
upward flexing of his loins for the en- 
gagement of his hind quarters be not 
Pampered by a terrific blow dealt by 
the weight of the rider.

ASHINGTON’S first’ experi- 
ence with the country be 
yond the mountains was 
when he went across the Flue 
Ridge into the lower Shenandoah va: 
ley with George Fairfax to survey the 
jands of Lord Fairfax. He was then 16. 

His second of importance was whe. 
he carried the letter of Gov. Dinwiddie 
of Virginia to the French in north- 
western Pennsylvania warning them 
to keep out of the Ohio company’s 
land. He was then 21, and the famous 
frontiersman, Indian trader, and scout, 
Christopher Gist; the Hollander, Ja. 
cob Van Braam, and Seneca chief 
with some Indians went with him. Van 
Braam had taught Washington fenc. 
ing. He had some use of French, noi 
reliable in all the pinches, and was io 
act as interpreter. The Seneca was 
known to Washington as the Half 
King, he being in a way a proconsu! 
of the Iroquois among the Mingoes, 
Delawares, and Shawnees of the Ohio 


country. 
Route of His Mission. 

This mission took Washington to the 
forks of the Ohio, Pittsburgh, and up 
the Alleghany river, 
and French creek to Fort Le Boeuf 
on the site of the present Waterford, 
Pa. twenty miles south of Lake Erie. 

These regions, although traveled by 
a few English traders, were far be- 
yond the English colonial frontier of 
the day and of many a later day. 

Of all the great Americans of the 
revolution and of the formation of the 
republic, Washington had the earliest 
and the keenest frontier sense, the per- 
ception of national expansion and 
western development of roads and 
waterways, and the necessity of thus 
knitting the new west beyond the 
mountain to the old colonial east of 
the seaboard. It came from his early 
experiences and later judgment. 

This wilderness trip of 500 miles in 
the hardships of severe weather gave 
the young Virginia major an unfavor- 
able impression of French character. 
He thoroughly distrusted the cordiality | 
of the hospitality offered him at Fort 
Venango, on French creek and the Al- 
leghany, Franklin, Pa., and farther on, 
at Fort L~ Bouef. St. Pierre, the com- 
mandant at Le Boeuf, and his officers 
in the hilly wilds were courteous, al- 
though they were firm in their refusal 
to obey Gov. Dinwiddie. The land was 
French, they said, and the English 
were interlopers, but the letter should 
be forwarded to the Marquis Duquesne, 
the governor, in Canada.

A)- 
though Virginia had not yet seen what 
New England and upper New York 
had experienced of French and Indian 
ferocities in war, Washington knew he 
was in the company of his natura! 
enemies, and if they were polite he 
thought it masked a purpose.

It was a 
certainty they would be driven out by 
the French unless supported, and Din- 
widdie tried for other colonial codpera- 
tion with Virginia in sending an army 
west. Inasmuch as the possession by 
the Ohio company was an assumption 
of Pennsylvania lands by Virginia, 
there was much enthusiasm in 
that direction, even against a common 
enemy. 

Dinwiddie gave the command to Col. 
Joshua Fry, professor of mathematics 
at William and Mary college. Wash- 
ington was cormmisisoned lieutenant 
colonel and raised two companies of 
volunteers at Alexandria, about 150 
men, and went to Wills creek, Cum- 
berland, Md., the, jump-off for the wil- 
derness, in April, 1754. He was now 
22 years old, and, as events proved, he 
was to have ertire responsibility for 
warfare with French soldiers in a time 
of peage between France and Great 


Britain. 


At Wills creek Washington took ad- 
vice as to procedure. Reinforcements 
came to him, but so also did the news 
from the Forks that the French ‘had 
dropped down the eghany river with

ness trail. The expedition which had 
been intended to hold a position al- 
ready acquired against an attack upon 
it by the French now was in the quite 
different position of being required to 
march against French soldiers in pos- 
session and throw them out.

A Little Extra Cere in. 


Warm Weather Wards 
Off Troubles That 
Might Hang On Long 
After Vacation 


Days Are Over 


rEW YORK.—([Special Corre- 
spondence.]—This is the season 
when you may, if you are not 
careful, collect enough beauty 


troubles to carry you over into next 


season. At the same time, if you”are 
careful and take a little extra pains 
about certain things, you can use the 
warm summer days to the greatest 
advantage for health and beauty pur- 


poses. , 

First, we'll consider the figure and 
how you can mar or make it the thing 
of symmetry which the day demands. 

lee cream parlors are full of lures, 
and hammocks and porch swings, some 
women believe, lack the seasonal touch’ 
unless a nice big box of candy is on 
a table within easy reach. Not that 
we have anything against-ice cream 
or candy. A little of both is good for 
the system—but just a little of both. 
At the in-between times, when-one is 
feeling lazy and possessed of the 
lazy person's desire to munch at some- 
thing, there’s fruit for the tale which 
should be within easier reach, really, 
than the sweets. 
A certain letup on ‘activity does 
accompany the hot days, and it is 
natural that it does. But one mustn't 
use the warm weather for an alibi 
to sit and keep on sitting, for that’s 
the way the waist expands, and the 
spread known as “‘ middle aged ” comes 
on. If one does want to enjoy a quijet 
afternoon on the porch, then one’s 
early morning before the sun gets in 
its deadyl work of enervation should 
be devoted to some form of muscular 
activity. 

Early Morning Exercise.

out. This is not recommended solely 
for the figure proportions but for the 
stamina you'll acquire to see you 
through the later hours of the day.

fresh vegetables, which may be con- 
sumed in large quantities without dan- 
ger of adding anything to speak of to 
the weight. 

Doctors are advocating sun’s rays 
widely to cure a number of bodily ills. 
They advise people to take themselves 
down to the beach, and if they don’t 
swim, to sprawl! out there and absorb 
the rays. Which, of course, we know 
to be, excellent advice. But there are 
certain features of protection that are 
not to be forgotten in the drive for 
more of the healing rays. The skin 
and hair are the worst sufferers, as 
a rule. Not only the usua ills of 
freckles and tan and burn but a cer- 
tain drying of the skin takes place 
which may contribute to an earlier 
wrinkling and ageing of the skin. 


Gradual Change Is Best. 


With most of us, we suddenly plunge 
from an indoor life, where hair and 
skin have been more or less tenderly 
nurtured, out under a blazing sun and 
within reach of parching winds, with 
the consequence that there is a lot of 
suffering that would be escaped were 
the change made more gradually. 

I have seen heads of hair that were 
more burned from the sun than some 
I’ve seen after a badly administered 
permanent. One auburn head was 
bleached out to a sandyish color, and 


it took months of oiling to get it back 


into condition. Of course, there are 
some skins and heads of hair that es- 
cape trouble, no matter what strenu- 
ous treatment they are subjected to. 
But the average woman and girl has 
to go on the assumption that the sum- 
mer season is too short to gather a 
crop of troubles that are going to re- 
main through the entire winter. Pro- 
tection must be the watchword. 


While greasing and oiling the skin 


may seem like a messy preparation 


for the outdoor fun, if there is the 
slightest tendency to skin dryness it 
ought to be made a serious business. 

When one comes out of the water 
she, by all means, ought to rub her- 
self dry with a towel and not leave 
the drying work for the sun and warm 
air to do. Carelessness in this re- 
gard leads to the worst forms of skin 
burning — the sort of burning that 
leaves an ugly red neck exposed above 
the chiffon frock for months. After 
the drying a bit of cream had better 
be rubbed on again.

Too Mach Sun Harmful. 

Too long exposure to the sunlight 
irritates the skin of white peoples, and 
overdoses of sunlight, as you well 
know, may cause serious disturbances 
ranging from severe burn to sun- 
stroke, collapse and even death. On 
the the other hand sunlight has great 
value in lesser doses because it pro- 
motes the escape of perspiration, 
draws blood from the inside of the 
body to the surface and tends to 
build us up against germ attack.

I fought for one of the 
greatest of all fortune’s warriors—La 
Guardia, a George Washington in an 
‘alien teapot republic, who played with 
gold braid and imposing uniforms, 
planned Napoleonic strategies with 
*armies"’ no bigger than a regulation 
world war company, and stood ready 
te die for Utopian visions of grandeur 
that seem now—in that distant setting 
—like the little things of the theater 
but a Washington for all that! 


I come of fighting stock, and literally 
offered La Guardia the sword of my 
ancestors—the family heirloom which 
had belonged ‘to my grandfather dur- 
img the civil war. It was a handsome 
sword, and it played a part in Hon- 
éuras in 1902. As I look back now at 
the boy who was—the boy who fought 
and faced death a thousand times 
this old veteran of lost, forlorn causes 
«~gometimes I smile a little; but I can- 
not forget him. If I could go back, 
I'd ask nothing better than to be that 
boy again—fighting for some alluring 
promise of better’ things; for some 
dream ofa man like La Guardia. 


SPIRIT OF ETERNAL YOUTH 


‘This, then, is the story of La Guardia 
and of other soldiers of fortune—men 
whose main heritage was, I think, 
youth that could not be sullied by 
years. Not physical youth, of course, 


histories have thrilled me through and 


hopes, whose brave drives against 
death and the greatest odds I can stl 
see with a kindred eye, 


lone American who with 200 men held 
Nicaragua for years. Or Lee Christ- 


the five Central American republics 
into one federation, without other re. 
source than his own courage and gift 
of winning and keeping the loyalty of 
born fighters. Or Frederick Townsend 
Ward, the New England boy who even 
to this day is revered as a war god in 
old China and whose body lies in a 
sacred celestial shrine. Or Sam Dreben, 
the fighting Jew, who played in little 
wars everywhere until America went 
irito the great war and who, in that 
monumental strife, displayed the coure 
age of “a man upon a mountain.” 
Or, last but not least, the late Richard 
Harding Davis, who, save for the com- 
pensation of his pen, would have been, 
I have always thought, a master sol- 
dier. Imagine a man of the heart and 
spirit that was behind his novels flash- 
ing a sword! 


HE LOOKED THE PART | 


It was in a miraculous, grass grown 
cup in the mountains of Honduras, 
3,000 feet above sea level, that I first 
met La Guardia. I had enlisted in 
the United States army at 17 and had 
served one enlistment; I had fought 
in Guba and in the Philippines. I had 
come to offer La Guardia my sword and 
my service. I give you my word, the 
moment of meeting was probably the 
most thrilling in my life. In later years 
I met other and greater soldiers, but 
never was I to see a man who looked 
more the part. 

Pass before your mind’s eye the pic- 
tures of all the world’s great soldiers, 
and in all of them you will find some- 
thing of the spirit, at least, of La 
Guardia. He was over six feet, stal- 
wartand straight, with a nose like the 
beak of an eagle; long drooping black 
mustaches, and direct, tired gray eyes 
that could flash with lightning of 
blame or valor! His noble head, with 
the unruly, curly, iron gray hair, 
might have graced the coins of a con- 
queror. He stov.d before his tent, as 
sturdy and tru3, I thought, as the 
great tree that sheltered it. I saluted 
him as I would have the greatest gen-

Route of His Mission. 

This mission took Washington to the 
forks of the Ohio, Pittsburgh, and up 
the Alleghany river, 
and French creek to Fort Le Boeuf 
on the site of the present Waterford, 
Pa., twenty miles south of Lake Erie. 

These regions, although traveled by 

a few English traders, were far be- 
ne the English colonial frontier of 
the day and of many a later day. 

Of all the great Americans of the 
revolution and of the formation of the 
republic, Washington had the earliest 
and the keenest frontier sense, the per- 
ception of national expansion and 
western development of roads and 
waterways, and the necessity of thus 
knitting the new west beyond the 
mountain to the old colonial east of 
the seaboard. It came from his early 
experiences and later judgment. 

This wilderness trip of 500 miles in 
the hardships of severe weather gave 
the young Virginia major an unfavor- 
able impression of French character. 
He thoroughly distrusted the cordiality 
of the hospitality offered him at Fort 
Venango, on French creek and the Al- 
leghany, Franklin, Pa., and farther on, 
at Fort Le Bouef. St. Pierre, the com- 
mandant at Le Boeuf, and his officers 
in the hilly wilds were courteous, al- 
though they were firm in their refusal 
to obey Gov. Dinwiddie. The land was 
French, they said, and the English 
were interlopers, but the letter should 
be forwarded to the Marquis Duquesne, 
the governor, in Canada.

Jumping and Landing, 

Difficult Points in 

Horsemanship, Are 

Explained to the 

Novice 
tor 


N previous installments the inatruc- 
hag advanced the student, ac- 
cording to his aptitude and ability, 
until he has mastered the gallop, 
feels relaxed mentally, and physically 


jo comfortably up steep slopes, carry- 
ing his shoulders well forward 6&0 as 
not to feel them drift to the rear as the 
horse thrusts himself forward. In going 
down slopes the rider should also in- 
cline his upper body slightly forward 
to avoid strained jocky muscles and to 
be in balance should his horse sud- 
denly increase hig speed near the bot- 
tom. . 

In jumping an obstacle higher than a 
foot always conduct the horse at the 


and 
when he leaps or should he stumble 
he should be permitted to “ have his 
head.” Some have a mistaken idea 
about “ lifting ’’ a horse and frequently 
work at cross purposes, resulting in 
throwing the horse. 

Never jump a horse equipped with a 
standing martingale. If it is necessary 
to limit the upward movement of his 
head, use a running martingale with 
snaffle reins through the rings. A mild 
bit. [snaffle] should be used by students 
as a precaution against hurting the 
horse’s mouth. Thé stockman’s saddle 
with horn should not be used for 
jumping; as it is a decidedly hazardous 
obstruction. 

Heading Toward the Jump. 

As the horse heads toward the 
jump the shoulders should begin to 
move forward slightly to avoid getting 
the rider behind in balance. If the 
horse needs slowing in the approach, 
slow him by closing the fingers inter- 
mittently on the reins, instead of by 
carrying the shouldérs to the rear. The 
rider should arrive at the obstacle, 
about a stride before the point of take- 
off, with the body bent slightly for- 
ward, about as for posting. 

Should the horse show an inclination 
to refuse or evade the jump, were the 
rider to garry his weight to the rear, 
which wo only be natural, the horse 
would then be sure to refuse. The 
body, therefore, must remain inclined 
forward and the pressure of the legs 
must be increased. Artificial aids must

Take-Off and Over. 


Arriving at the point of takeoff, the 
fingers should be relaxed upon the 
reins. An instant before the horse’s 
forehand rises the buttocks should 
rise sharply from the sadde, the rider 
naturally bending forward more at 
the hip, but he retains the impression 
of sitting in the saddle. Thus the 
weight is taken off the horse’s loins, 
and the thrust of the hind quarters 
avoided. 

The degree of inclination of the 
upper body depends largely on the 
horse’s efforts, the body approaching 
for a high or broad jump, a position 
parallél to the horse’s neck. The 
rider’s weight (balance) is controlled 
by the close contact of the lower 
thighs, knees and calves, and the for- 
ward position is retained over the ob- 


given the horse’s 
mouth by the bit (tension on the reins) 
should be very little and should not be 
i from the moment just be- 
fore he takes off until after he lands. 
The elbows remain bent, but move 
slightly forward as the horse stretches 
out his head and neck. The hand is 
moved but little, so as to keep prac- 
tically a straight line through the 
reins from the bit to the elbow. As 
the horse raises his head and shortens 
himself for the ng, 
elbows should not be allowed to fly out 
sideways. Do not rest the hands 
against the horse’s neck or. permit the 
reins to float. 
The Landing. 

On landing it is absolutely fiecessary 
that the horse have free and unre- 
stricted use of his head, and that the 
upward flexing of his loins for the en- 
gagement of his hind quarters be not 
hampered by a terrific blow dealt by 
the weight of the rider. This blow to 
thé loins is the inevitable result when 
the rider uses the now obsolete knee- 
grip seat, with feet thrust forward and 
the upper body inclining to the rear 
during the descent.

Least of all do I 
admire the puerile, paltry shysters who constitute the major- 
ity of congress. But I confess frankly that these shysters, 
whatever their defects, are at least appreciably superior to 
the mob, They are restrained in their excesses, if for no 
other reason, because they fear the sober second thought of 
that mob. But the mob itself is in no terror of its own sec- 
ond thought. Once it is on the loose, it slashes around like 
a wild animal with mania potu.

Next to the referendumeers, the most absurd of the pacifists 
now in practice among us are those who propose to put an 
end to war by setting up ironclad agreements between the 
principal predatory nations. To this lodge belongs another 
American ambassador, Monsieur Herrick, though it is some- 
what difficult to determine, in the present negotiations, 
whether he represents the United States or France. His plan 
is for the two countries to agree to keep the peace forever 
hereafter, whatever the temptation to go to war. As I under- 
stand him, he is willing to go the whole hog. Even in the 
event that the French gendarmerie round up all the Amerti- 
can drunks in Paris and chop off their heads, the United 
States is to refrain from doing anything beyond writing a 
sharp note, apparently from the pen of the immortal Secre- 


To state this scheme is to provide a sufficient answer to it. 
NNo man who has read history can have any confidence in 
such grandiose agreements, They last until there is a good 
excuse for war, and then they blow up. In the late world 
war every participating nation, absolutely without exception, 
broke some treaty or other; most of them broke dozens. Even 
the United States, which, as every one knows, is extremely 
virtuous, engaged in this time honored sport. It had a treaty 
with the Germans, honored by more than a century of life, 
which protected the merchant shipping of the two high con- ‘ 
tracting parties in case of war between them. It repudiated 
that treaty in order to grab the German. ships interned in 
American harbors. : 

No agreement with France would be worth a depreciated 
franc if that country and the United States ever came to a 
serious clash of interests. If the United States didn’t re- 
pudiate it, then the French would repudiate it. Naturally 
enough, the party doing the repudiating would swathe the 
business in a great deal of moral rhetoric, by the current |

He cites, among others, the 
case of the French maker, Vuillaume, 
who worked.in the nineteenth century 
and signed over 3,000 violins, without 
counting violas and cellos. ‘ Now, it 
‘is known that he had workmen and, 
furthermore, that he was busily en- 
gaged with business affairs. Where 
could he have found time to make and 
varnish 3,000 violins? ”’ 
* 
‘No Hidden Treasures. 

The point is, as he explains, that 
almost without exception every fine 
violin from the hands of a master 
maker is well known, not only where 
it is now, but where it has always 
béen. He tells of one case, about a 
century ago, where a certain M. Bois- 
a citizen of Geneva, found a 
Stradivarius in a blacksmith 
where it had been left as a pledge for 
a debt, and it turned out to be gem 


uine. But he warns the reader that 


one no longer finds them in black- 
smith shops, ‘and if, by chance, he 
should happen on a violin under sim- 
ilar conditions, he may be quite sure 
that it is an instrument of slight value 
and placed there by some astute and 
clairvoyant dealer.” 

An epilogue to the article by Jay C. 
Freeman tells of the number of gen- 
uine instruments in America now. 
“We have at the present time in 
America between 200 and 250 authen- 
tic Stradivari violins alone, and, I 
should say, more than our share of the 
fine Joseph Guarneri,’ he estimates, 
adding a list of those who own two or 
more. Among others, Max Adler of 
Chicago is named as the owner of two 
Stradivari. 

It would seem that the chances of 
those who write to me about their 
Stradivarius labels is about one in the 
several h of thousands cited by 
Mr. Greilsamer, unfortunate but true. 
In apy event, the case is one for the 
opinion and estimate of a violin expert, 
who does not pause with the label, but 
has his own methods of investigation 
and deduction upon which to base his 
opinions. In other words, save your 
stamps. ‘

Inside the Loud Speaker

Such is fame and advertising! Last

A COUPLE of weeks ago this an- 
nouncer took a blind friend to the ball 
game. He sat beside us in our broad- 
casting coop at bs’ park while we 
tried to picture game, the park, 
and the crowds to him on a Sunday 
afternoon.

blind gentleman, it was an aid to the 


}broadcasting, because the radio audi- 


ence is in much the same position as 
a sightless man. In describing a spec- 
tacle to a blind person, the announcer 
realizes how much detail he should 


has notteive the similarly “blind” radio au- 


ence. He learns that there are a 
thousand and one little spots in the 
spectacle that his eye normally takes | 
for granted, but which must be ex- 
plained to his sightless friend and his 
radio audience. He acquires a greater 
sense of the audience's helplessness 
and their utter reliance on him for 
their vision of the game. 

A blind man sitting with a radio re 
porter can act as a proxy for the radio 
audience; he will ask questions that 
will occur to the audience, too, which 
the latter cannot voice. Whatever the 
announcer neglects to mention to the 


| listeners, the blind man can inquire 


about. Whenever there is a sudden 
shout that the announcer doesn’t ex- 
plain, the audience's sightless repre- 
sentative will ask just’ what they 
would if they could.

The new broadcaster first chooses a 
site for his “station,” or transmit- 
ting machinery, and a location for his

ity is also used in some studios. 
this sanctum are the announcer’s 


chairs, and sofas, and the pedestals for 
the microphones. 

Somewhere adjacent is the operating 
room, usually just behind a glass wall 
or window, to which lead the wires 
from the microphones and the switches 
on the announcer’s table. Here at a 
desk the operator is absorbed in watch- 
ing a number of dials on the electric 
board before him, in plugging in at this 
place, switching over there, signalling 
to the announcer through the window, 
and jiggling all manner of dials, me- 
ters, coils, and red glowing tubes. With 
the earphones on his head or the horn 
beside him hé listens to the whole show 
and guides its delivery to the distant 
audience. If a speaker’s voice is too 
soft the operator will build it up with 
his amplifier; if an orchestral crash is 
too loud he tones it down; if a singer 
or speaker is too close to or too far 
from the microphone he motions to 
the announcer or signals by flashes of 
colored lights in the studio. Proper 
positions of microphones, whether lying 
on a pedestal in front of speakers and 
singers or hung over the heads of-dance 
orchestras, have all been tested pre- 
viously; so a change is rarely neces- 
sary. Microphone distances vary, but 
the usual position of a speaker or an- 
nouncer is about one foot away, with 
‘singers or pianists five feet or more. 

Added to these two rooms there is’ 
usually a reception room, a lounging 
place for the entertainers and visitors. 
Visitors are admitted to most radio 


| stations; if not in the studio itself,. then 


in thé reception room, where they watch 
the broadcasters in action through 
glass partitions and hear the program 
through loud speakers. Many stations 


toward visitors, expending more money 
on elaborate furnishings and a recep- 
tion committee in formal attire than 
they do on entertaining their greatest 
audience outside. Radio critics have 
often spoken of the overdressed studios 
that operate seemingly, to be seen and 
not heard. 

The newer stations are outfitting 
more than one studio, to obviate the 
traffic confusion in the 
room. Sometimes an orchestra of twen- 
ty-five pieces is to follow on the heels 
of a mixed chorus of fifty voices, and 
to move one body and their cumber-

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WEEKS PIANO 
LESSONS FRIDAY 


More than 5,000 Enroll 
for Instruction. 


The special summer course of piano 
Jessons that has been given over 
W-GN, Tre Cuicaco Trrsunr station 
‘on the Drake hotel, concludes next 
Friday when Edward Barry will give 
the last lesson between 5 and 6:30 
clock. This lesson will mark more 
than seventy weeks of continuous pi- 
ano instruction from W-G-N, with Mr.

WAVE WABBLING 
STATIONS MAY 
FEEL THE AX 


Washington, D. C., July 23.—[Spe- 
cial.]—Hard on the heels of a report 
that from one third to one half of all 
the radio stations of the United States 
are off their assigned frequency or 
wave lengths comes the intimation that 
if this condition is not rectified by the 
the time the Federal Radio commission 
reconvenes after its inspection trip the 
Big stick may descend and a number 
of stations which have been wobbling 
all over the place are liable to have 
their licenses revoked. 
In well informed circles it was no 
secret that numerous stations were not 
toeing the mark but no one dreamed, 
until a country-wide survey just com- 
pleted by federal radio supervisors, re- 
vealed the fact, that the number was 
anything like from 230 to 350 stations, 
as the report was said to show. If 
that is true, this condition’ alone could 
be held largely accountable for the 
heterodyning complained of in many 
sections. 
Although it was announced in the 
beginning that stations which did not 
strictly adhere to the new allocations 
would be vigorously dealt with, the 
commission has been quite lenient up 
to this time due to the fact that there 
has been a shortage in the supply 
of crystals resulting in a lack of fre- 
uency control apparatus. At the pres- 
ent time, however, the commission has 
been informed that there are plenty 
now available to meet all demands. 
One of the first orders issued by the 
commission was that stations must 
not deviate more than 500 cycles or 
one half a kilocycle above or below 


their assignments.

Its exterior construction may be de- 
scribed briefly. The exterior founda- 
tion walls are of concrete to grade, 
with interior basement bearing walls to 
be hard burned giollow tile. The ex- 
terior walls above grade are veneered 
with a selected common brick, painted 
white, backed up with hard burned 
hellow tile. 


The roof is of asphalt Shingles, cop-

The fenestration throughout is steel 
casement; ornamental, too, in its fash- 
ioning and touched somewhat with 
the graceful continental outline. 


. Give Sense of Space. 


A covered porch, with brick flooring 
and pendant wrought lantern fixture, 
“eads into a square vestibule with a 
window lit coat closet opening from it. 


Arches cofinect the living room and 
vestibule and dining room; a procedure 
that adds to the sense of spaciousness 
in any house and is especially desirable 
in a floor plan like this where the main 
floor rooms are condensed and de- 
tached. 


’ - The floors in the living room, dining 

room, and hall are of embossed tile in- 
laid Hnoleum, in rich reddish brown 
colorings. The ceilings aré of wood, 
carried on heavy exposed wood rafters 
which at the same time forms the sec- 
ond floor construction.

Cross Help Keep 
Thermometer Down.

In the consideration of practical 
ways in which home owners may hope 
to have their houses as proportionately 
jcoo] in summer as they are warm in 
winter, the designing of the house 
should not be overlooked. It is an all 
important factor in the achieving of a 
house comfortable to live in when the 
thermometer hovers around 80 and $0 
degrees in the shade. 
It is well when house 
plans .offered for inspection and sale} 
through various magazines and news- 
papers to keep this in mind. Has the 
floor plan been drawn up to admit the 
maximum of cross drafts in every 
room? 
Equally fruitful of practical sugges- 
tion will it be to observe carefully new 
houses already built or under process 
of construction. Is the kitchen “ bur- 
ied,”’ with windows on only one side 
and no chance of a cross. passage of air 
through a side entry or real hall door? 
What sort of windows are installed? If 
double hung, do the screens reach to 
the top so that the window may be 
lowered from the top as well as the 
bottom to keep the air in circulation in 
the upper part of the room? . 
Windows. 


Or agaih, a fact too seldom brougbt 
into practical play, where the windows 
are long and narrow, do they reach to 
the ceiling? Sixteen inches or so of 
dead air space above a group of win- 
dows is productive of stale hot air. 

Oné woman I know recently bought 

a home in an outlying suburb, choos- 
ing it from among a number of houses 
shown her at approximately the same 
rice. 
“Do you know why I chose it?” she 
asked. ‘‘ Simply because I knew it was 
a house which would be easy to venti- 
late and cool in summer. 

“The architect who planned that 
house must have been reared in the 
same kind of house that I grew up in. 
Hot? I'll say so. I'll never forget 
those, nights and days. Kitchen in 
which you could bake anything by four 
o’clock in the afternoon without both- 
ering to light the oven. : 


Exposure on All Sides. 

“The house I bought hasn’t a 
‘buried’ hole in it. Every bedroom 
has exposure on two sides and receives 
further cross draft from hall windows. 
The staircase to the second floor opens 
at the back of the front hall, with a 
current of air to the second floor, pos- 
sible from the front door when you 
need it. 

“"The kitchen has windows on two 
sides and a window in the hall entry 
on third side. 

“Then the closets have windows, too. 
The wrap closet on the first floor has a 
window which admits more air to the 
dining room and the closet in the 
baby’s room has a west exposure. 
Three sides admit air to this room. I 
think it was that closet and the kitch- 
en arrangement which decided me 
more ¢han anything else. 

“The windows were perfectly 
screened too. Clear to .the top in the 
double hung windows so that they can 
be lowered from above as well as 
from below. And the long «French 
windows in the living room extended 
to the ceiling. Air comés in from the 
top when you want it. No dead air 
pockets full of dead air. . ~ 

Keep Out Hot Sun. | 

“Of course it may be true that the 
more space you give to glass windows 
the more sun is admitted on a hot day. 
But you can keep your shades drawn 
and awnings up when it gets too 


at night. That is the time you can’t 


be laid in three courses, with water- 
proof cement for thé joints, concrete 
for the bottom, and red face brick for 
the top course of concrete biocks.

Sometimes an architect will secure 
good results along this line by reduc- 
ing the size of his windows, grouping 
them together English fashion. This 
plan reduces the degree of heat from 
the sun by day, but also limits the 
volume of possible breeze by night. 
Landscape work on the southern ex- 
posu of a house contributes its 
quota of shade in summertime. Trees 
which bear considerable foliage are as 
practical as they are ‘picturesque. 
Vines can also be made to add to a 
room’s coolness. 


Windows in Halls. 


Small halls are sometimes converted 
into veritable life savers by placing 


“windows in them opposite the bedroom 


doors. Often you will find a hall win- 
dow severdl feet away'’from a béed- 
room door when it might easily have 
been planned and placed directly op- 
posite. 

Nor should the value of a screened 
in porch go unmentioned in the plan- 
ning of a house for summer livable- 
ness. It is an escape to the out of 
doors, and yet it can be protected from 
the sun and insects by awnings, shades, 
vines, and screens. —

member about the screened in porch.

Horses More Practical

Figures Show.

OBBIN is still hammering out a 
living on city streets—slipping 
here and there but digging his 
toes in a little deeper in other 
places. Predicting the future of the 
horse in city teaming or other non- 
agricultural work seems to be about 
as difficult as long range weather fore- 
casting.

Dobbin Isn't Worrying. 


Old Dobbin seems less uneasy about 
iis future home in the city since his 
comparatively “low wage” has made 
it possible for him to do the hauling 
chores close to taw, while the truck 
with its speed and “ long windedness ”’ 
dushes with big loads to the far cor- 
ners of the city and outlying suburbs. 

Comparative figures on the horse 
and mule and truck population do not 
tell the whole story. The enormous 
tonnage hauled by the truck today is 
not all done at the expense of the 
horse. ‘Thousands of tons hauled in 
trucks today were once hauled in rail- 
road cars, not in wagons drawn by 
teams. 

These population figures teil an im- 
portant story to the farmer who looks 
to the city teamsters’ stables as a 
market place for his surplus heavy 
horses, as well as for oats and hay. 
During the last seventeen years the 
truck has been taking the place of the 
horge in cities, towns and villages, de- 
creasing the number of h in non- 
agricultural service from 3,182,789 in 
1910 to 1,705,611 in 1920, according to 
official census figures. During the 
same ten year period there was an in- 
crease ji the mule population from’ 
270.371 to 378,260, or a net decrease 
of 1,369,299 horses and mules in non- 
agricultural work. ‘ 

What the Figures Show. 

Horsemen point out that the greatest 
decrease Came between 1917 and 1920 


high. Hay sold in New York in 1918 
at $80 a ton. 

There are no official figures available 
to show the trend since 1920, but ac- 
cording to figures gathered by the 
Horse Association of America from 
various cities there is evidence that 
the decrease in city horse population 
is continuing but at a slower rate in 
the last seven years. 

The association's survey shows that 
65 of the large cartagé companies in 
Chicago are using 2,074 horses, 953 
gasoline motor trucks, and 13 electric 
trucks. The Dixon Transfer com- 
pany, for example, has 426 horses and 
23 gasoline motor trucks. The Willett 
company, 392 horses and 154 gasoline 
motor trucks; Joseph Stockton Trans- 
fer company, 162 horses, 4-gasoline mo- 
tor trucks and 6 electric trucks, and 
Lasham Cartage company, 115 horses, 
62 gasoline motor trucks, 2 tractors, 
and 9 trailers. 

Horse Needed in the City. 

Howard Willett of The Willett com- 
pany says: “ We find a place for both 
the horse and the motor truck, and 
the time may come when we will have 
to add the airplane to our equipment. 
There is no particular reason why the 
horse should not stay in the city for 
an indefinite length of time. Within 
the last few years motor cars have 
made the horse more essential for city | 
use in the areas. The 
horse is cheaper in 
tricta. 


“We deliver in Chicago’s loop dis- 
trict with horses instead of trucks, 
but the motor truck has eliminated 
the horse on hauls over three miles. 
With horses we used to go out as far 
as 73d street south. Today with the 
motor truck we make deliveries more 
than thirty miles out. When we were 
using only horses our work was lim- 
ited to an area within a radius of about 
eight miles from the downtown dis- 
trict. The motor truck brought in
